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Salary Talks Reach Impasse' 
Imposed Secrecy Ban Lifted 
Pottstown Teachers Reject Offer 


Representatives for teachers in 
the Pottstow n School District 
Friday rejected a pay rate of $65.18 
per day. 
And school officials are looking at 
the rejection as casting grave doubt 
on the ability to open schools on 
time. 


The offer was made Friday by 
negotiators for the school 'board 
during the latest bargaining session 
aimed at drafting a new labor - 
m anagem ent pact between the 
board and teachers for the 1974-75 
school year . 
And with it came a declaration of 
“impasse” in the salary portion of 
the talks, and a lifting of the 


secrecy ban imposed on both sides 
at the beginning of talks. 
Howard E. Kalis, solicitor for the 
school board, said an impasse 
exists and proceeded to outline 
what the board has offered in the 
way of salary increases, and what 
th e 
P o tts to w n 
E d u cati on 
Association has rejected. 
“The average salary1 increase for 


teachers made possible by our 
latest offer.” said Kalis, “is $1.083 
annually, which breaks down a 
daily rate of $65.18, and an average 
annual salary of $13.319. 
“ This figure 'Compares most 
favorably with settlements already 
reached in other school districts in 
the area." 


Kalis declined to name them, but 
The Mercury learned the figure is 
higher than those agreed upon by 
teachers in the Spring-Ford Area 
and Boyertown Area School Distric­ 
ts. 


Moreover, the Pottstown starting 
salary , had the offer been accepted, 
would have been higher than star­ 
ting salaries for teachers in the 
Owen J Roberts School District 


Kalis said the salary offer 
“represents base salaries only. It 
doesn’t include additional paymen­ 
ts for extra - curricular activities 
such 
as coaching athletics, 
teach in g 
su m m er school or 
providing home - bound instruction 


“ A separate proposal by the 
school board’s negotiating team 
offered salary increases in those 
areas as well." he added 
At the conclusion of Friday’s 
hours-long talks, according to 
Kalis, school board members 
decided to request fact-finding by 
the Pennsylvania Labor Relations 
Board 
"That won’t come right away,” 
he explained, “because the board 
first must receive and review the 
report filed by the state 'mediator at 
today’s session.” he said Friday 
“ But if fact-finding is approved a 
r e p re se n t a t i v e of the labor 
relations board will review the 
requests of the teachers, and the 


offers of the board, and file his 
report as to whether or not the 
demands should be reduced, or the 
offers should be increased 
“ That report and recommen­ 
dations will not be binding.” said 
Kalis, “ but it will present a degree 
of perspective on the situation ” 
According to the solicitor, when 


the fringe benefit increases, are con­ 
sidered, the total package offered 
by the board averages $1,300 per 
teacher for the year, not counting 
the extra pay offered for the 
extra-c u r r i cu I a r act i vities 
That represents a 14 per cent 
increase over the previous amount 
of salary and fringe benefits. 


On the base salary alone. Kalis 
said, the teachers are demanding 
an increase of $1,300 plus 'the' fringe 
benefits plus the extra pay for other 
activities 
"We are making this information 
public because we believe the tax­ 
payers and rank and file teachers 
have a right to know what's being 
offered.” Kalis stated. 
The next negotiating session is 
set for “sometime early next week" 
but school board members are 
pessimistic that an accord can be 
reached 
Some said Friday the teachers' 
rejection of their ‘final” salary 
offer is almost certain to upset the "• 
schedule of schools opening Sept 4. 
I Food Prices 
gKeep Rising 


^ 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Retail food prices now 
are expected to continué rising for the rest of the 
year to a level about 15 per cent above 1973, the 
Agriculture Department said Friday. 
They could go even higher than that, an 
economist said. The department had been saying 
that a 12 per cent rise was most likely, and that 
J5; most of it already has occurred. 
Last year, food prices rose 14.5 per cent above 
^ the 1972 average. That increase was the highest 
since a 21 per cent jump between 1945 and 1946. 
t 
The department also released its July market 
basket survey showing that the average family’s 
Í yearly food costs actually declined three-tenths of 
one per cent in July. The market basket measures 
the amount a hypothetical urban wage" earner’s 
P family of 3.2 persons would spend on food in a 
year. 
The figure is still 12.9 per cent above mid-sum­ 
mer 1973, just before a record monthly increase 
last August. 
The figures showed that for the first time since 
V. February, the prices farmers received rose, while 
retailers and wholesalers share of the grocery 
shoppers dollar fell. 
The report on the national food situation revised 
the department’s prediction range for the average 
1974 food-price jump to 13 to 17 per cent instead of 
i- 8 to 16 per cent. 
The final figure depends largely on the weather 
this fall and on price-based changes in demand by 
consumers, livestock feeders and exporters, an 
economist on the Outlook and Situation Board 
said. 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz had 
estimated a 14 per cent rise just two weeks ago as 
the effects of severe drought became clearer. But 
the economists said that “we felt we just had to 
give a little more on the upward side. ’ ’ 
Instead of remaining steady from July through

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Greece Says 
No to Talks

Foreign Minister George Mavros of Greece said 
Friday night his country has had enough of the 
Geneva talks on Cyprus and instead favors a 
Soviet plan to hold a big international conference 
on the future of the eastern Mediterranean island. 
Mavros told newsmen the British ambassador to 
Athens would be informed Saturday that Greece 
would not accept the idea of reopening the 
three-power Geneva talks, and that “we shall tell 
the Soviets that our answer to their proposal is 
yes.1’ 
The foreign minister’s remarks came a few 
hours after he, Premier Constantine Cara man! is 
and Defense Minister Evanghelos Averoff-Tosit- 
sas met in the Greek capital with President Glaf- 
cos Clerides of Cyprus. 
Clerides said: “There’s no point in going to 
Geneva merely to sign what has been taken by for­ 
ce. For us, guerrilla warfare is a necessity.” 
Turkish invasion forces have taken control of 
about 40 per cent of Cyprus — with the stated pur­ 
pose of protecting the island’s Turkish population, 
outnumbered 4-1 by Greek Cypriots. 
The Geneva talks, which collapsed just before 
Turkey’s final military push, involved Britain, 
Greece and Turkey — guarantors by treaty of the 
island’s independence — with Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots as consultants. 
An official commmmunique issued at the end of 
Friday’s Athens meeting said only that the Cyprus 
situation had been reviewed and that efforts 
toward a “fair settlement” would continue. 
The communique did not say whether the 
Athens talks touched on the Soviet plan, which 
calls for a meeting of the 15 member nations of the 
U.N. Security Council plus Greece. Turkey and 
Cyprus.

September and declining from October through 
December, food prices now could show a climb of 
as much as 6 or 7 per cent more for the last six 
months of this year, about half of it coming in each 
quarter. 
The economists analysis of the food situation as 
of mid-August also projects: 
—An increase in per capita food consumption of 
1.5 per cent over last year’s slump, to record high 
level even though animal-related products will 
only recover their 1973 losses. 
—A fall in over-all production of U.S. farm food 
for 1974, with a nearly 8 per cent decline in crops 
more than offsetting a 4 per cent rise in livestock. 
—A possible decline in exports of farm foods to 
more than 10 per cent below the 1973 record. 
The analysis also revealed that total spending 
for food this spring was nearly 15 per cent above 
that for the year before because of higher prices. 
The market basket figures indicated that an 
administration push for reduced margins in the 
processing and marketing links of the food chain 
last June may have had an effect. 
The USD A survey, which is based on 61 U.S. 
farm-produced foods, showed farm prices 2.6 per 
cent below a year ago but 3.8 per cent above June 
The difference between what the farmer got and 
the supermarket charged dropped 3 per cent from 
June but was 26.7 per cent above July 1973, when 
food price controls were just coming off in a time 
of cost-profit squeeze for retailers.

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Saturday Sermon 
Buried Treasure

One day in 1795. three boys in a canoe lan­ 
ded on Oak Island just off the coast of Nova 
Scotia. They began exploring the island. A 
few hundred feet from shore they found a 
huge oak from which a long lower limb 
projected over a depressed square of earth, 
The limb showed signs of block-and-tackle 
pressure and the ground suggested some 
sort of excavation 
Next day the three returned to Oak Inland 
with shovels, axes and pick§. They bejfan to 
dig. Ten feet down they hit something hard 
It was a platform of oak planks. Ten feet 
deeper they hit another oak barrier, and at 
■TO feet a similar platform halted them. 
Week after week the boys returned to 
probe deeper into the pit until they could 
safely dig no more. 
When the boys grew up, they enlisted 
professional help and finally located the 
treasure at 100 feet. Before it could be 
removed, water filled the pit. Since that 
time. 20 attempts have been made by 
private companies — spending nearly $2 
million to recover the pirate treasure — 
each effort ending in failure. 
Men have always sought hidden treasure. 
The lure of buried treasure has often shaped 
the destiny of nations and inspired the 
discovery of new worlds. Yet most of if 
remains hidden. 
A man needs two tools to dig for buried 
treasure, and one of them is work! There 
are no rules for success that work — unless 
you do! A young man spent months of study, 
questioning tajnous men to find the secret of 
success. He finally reached this conclusion: 
“I have not yet discovered the secret of suc­ 
cess but I am afraid it is work!" 
Most footprints in the sands of time are 
made by work shoes! An old farmer sum­ 
moned his two sons as he was dying and 


said, “My farm and fields are yours in equal 
shares. I leave you a little ready money, but 
most of my wealth is hidden in the ground 
somewhere, not more than 18 inches from 
the surface. I forget just where!" 
After his death, the two sons dug up every 
inch of the ground to find the buried 
treasure. They didn't find it — but with all 
the soil turned over, they thought they 
might as well sow a crop, which they did. 
They reaped a good harvest. 
Year after year, they dug for the treasure 
again, with no better results But as their 
fields were well turned, they reaped 
excellent harvests. At last the truth dawned 
on them. This is what their father had 
meant work brings wealth! 
Faith is the other tool for digging up 
buried treasure. Faith removes mountains 
or tunnels through! If men had no faith in 
one another, we would all have to live within 
our incomes! 
Some treasures are buried deeper than 
others! A guard in an Ohio penitentiary 
stepped through a steel doorway to inspect 
the isolation section He sniffed the air 
suspiciously. Then a wisp of smoke curled 
under the door A few moments later, cell 
doors were unlocked as sirens screamed a 
warning of fire. 
Prisoners rushed out into the safety of the 
yard. But some were trapped along with 
guards in the upper cell house. Several con­ 
victs, including one serving a life term for 
murder and robbery, raced: back into a cell 
house that now spouted smoke and gas. 
They risked and gave their lives to save 
both fellow prisoners and guards! 
A man’s greatest treasure is not in the 
outward things he does but in the inward 
person he is! 
Wealth is in the heart, not the hand!

Economics Perplex 
The Average Man 


President Ford's economic advisers are 
proposing a 10 cent tax hike for a gallon of gasoline 
as one way to curb inflation. 
Another proposal is for all federal employes to 
’ O take a 10 per cent wage reduction. 
Probably well-versed economists can under­ 
stand the logic of increasing prices and reducing 
wages as a way to cut inflation. Hut the average 
man probably will be caught up in the whirlwind 
without fully comprehending how this works. In 
viewr of this, here are some headlines and stories 
which you probably will be reading in the future. 


Pie Workers Strike For Lower Pay 


Workers at Mrs. Smith's Pie Co. struck at mid­ 
night after management refused the union’s final 
offer for a 15 per cent wage cut. 
Sam Gompers, local union president said, “We 
want a wage cut of least 15 per cent as a way to 
fight inflation. The company refuses to give us a 
wage cut of more than 10 percent. We’re one of the 
biggest pie companies in the world and if smaller 
companies can cut the wages of their employes by 
15 per cent, I can’t see why Mrs. Smith’s can’t do 
the same! ” 
Roger Raisin, negotiator for the company, 
replied: “The union must be more realistic. The 
price of our pies has gone up 25 cents during the 
past three months. Next month 1 expect that 
individual pies will be selling for $5. In view of this 
inflationary trend, the least the union can do is to 
accept a 10 per cent wage increase! But no, 
thev’re demanding a cut! 
The union and the company also are far apart on 
benefits. 
The company wrants union members to take a 
three-month vacation with pay. It provides for 
rooms and plush recreation facilities at the Sands 
Hotel in Nevada, a resort vacation in the South Sea 
Isles and three weeks in Bermuda. 
The union wants the company to agree to a 
one-week vacation spent at the local Y. 
A dental program also was proposed by the 
union. It would mandate the company provide 
sweets during each eight-hour shift so company 
employes could have more cavities. 
The company said this approach was im prac­ 
tical and slow, and counter proposed that the com­ 
pany dentist pull the teeth of all employes 
immediately. 
Because of these differences, the strike is expec­ 
ted to last at least three hours. 


Mercury to Cost $2.50 Per Copy 


In line with President Ford's attack on inflation, 
The Mercury will increase its newsstand price to 
$2.50 per copy. Cost of home delivered papers will 
be $22.50 per week. 
A spokesman said, “Inline with President Ford, 
we agree that we should make this sacrifice to 
help our nation lick inflation. 
And then, all Mercury employees came to 
management and asked that wages be reduced 
accordingly. They also wanted sick leave, 
vacation time, personal holidays and medical 
coverage stopped. It was a tough set of demands.” 
But the management of The Mercury finally 
agreed to these terms. 
“ W e’re doing this for our country,” the 
spokesman said. 
Bank Interest Rates Now Help America 


M ortgage rates by banks and other lending 
institutions came out for the Red. White and Blue 
yesterday when officials announced home mor­ 
tgages will now bear a 38 per cent interest rate. 
“We’re doing this for our country,” President 
Raymond Massey of Second Federal Savings & 
Savings & Loan Association said. 
The banks also lowered interest on savings to 
the one-half per cent level. 
“By all pulling together we’re overcoming 
inflation.” Massey said. 
In addition to being a financier, Massey also 
supervises the bread lines and apple sellers in the 
community. 


$5 Per Day Asked By Henry Ford V 


Henry Ford V, from his Dearborn, Mich., office 
said today that all Ford workers will receive a 
salary of $5 per day. 
“I know this price is unheard of in today’s 
economy, but it is necessary to curb inflation.” 
Ford said. “The workers demanded it, and we're 
just keeping up with the times,” 
Ford also announced an increase in price for 
Ford cars. The low price models will begin at 
$83,500. 
Ford's ancestor, Henry Ford, made history in 
the 1920s when he. too. proposed a $5 minimum 
wage for Ford employes.

1882 The 
late Dr William P Snyder 
was the first president, 
In the early years, mem­ 
bership w as limited to 
citizens of Spring City, those 
with a “good moral charac­ 
ter and upwards of 18 years 
of age ’’

ENGINE HOUSE 
The first engine house was 
built by council at the comer 
of Hall and Church streets, 
the site of borough hall, at a 
cost of $1,600 The company 
moved to its current location 
in 1890 and a building was 
dedicated in 1,892 on Indepen­ 
dence Day w ith a parade and 
ceremonies. 


After the first 17 years, a 
pair of horses was obtained 
to pull the steamer 'Through 
the years the company 
updated its apparatus with 
purchases. 
Liberty Fire Co expanded 
its club facilities starting in 
1939. The project was com­ 
pleted Oct. 22. 1942, 
The Ladies Auxiliary was 
formed July 11.

Draft Board Changes but Law Remains

people who used to mail out

States. Your friends and 
neighbors have ...” ? 
Has the draft board gone 
the way of the 5 cent cigar, 
trapdoor underw ear and 
July 4th parades'* 
Not on your life. 
The people of the Selective 
Service System are alive 
and well in Norristown. 
They' re doing business as 
usual only now they're frien­ 
dly and they even send thank 
you letters. 
And this “ sorry state of 
affairs” is being blamed 
p rim a r i 1 y on ex - President 
Richard M. Nixon. 
LOT OF M IL E A G E 
He got a lot of political 
mileage over the fact he 


ended the draft And his staff 
aides never missed a chance 
to mention it whenever they 
listed his accomplishments. 
U nfortunately, he only 
ended induction 
The req u irem en t that 
young men register still is 
federal law and draft boards 
are abiding by it 
Rut it's not like the old 
days, some board employes 
lament , because there's too 
much confusion. 
Many 18-year-olds aren't 
even aware they have to 
register and this is causing 
the draft boards to resort to 
ail sorts of drastic measures 
which w ere 
unthinkable 
during their heyday. 
Like kindness 
And convenience 
And publicity. 
K e n n e t h 
J a c o b y , 
executive secretary for the 
draft boards covering Mon­ 
tgomery County—there are 


only two—summarized the 
problem 
facing Selective 
Service offices all over the 
nation. 
FALSE IMPRESSION 
"Most people got the false 
impression that when induc­ 
tion ended in June. 1973. 
th ere no longer was a 
requirem ent to register." he 
said. 
“ But that law still is on the 
books and it is to provide a 
ready list of eligí Wes in the 
event America would need to 
in crease the size of its 
arm ed forces in a hu m -. 
“ So while we no longer 
induct people, or examine 
them, we still must maintain 
this list since the law must 
be followed.” 
That 
law requires any 
male American to register 
during a 60-day period begin­ 
ning 30 days before his 18th 
birthday. 
W hat 
h a p p e n s if he 


doesn't? 
“The law calls for five 
years imprisonment or a 
$10.000 fine or both." Jacoby 
answered. 
"But we re not taking a 
tough attitude." 
“ Each tim e the fact the 
draft ended last year is 
made public, it serves to 
reaffirm 
an 
individual's 
erroneous belief there no 
longer is a requirement to 
register " 
He said if a youth registers 
late his agency takes no 
action. 
“ We only prosecute in the 
most flagrant cases." he 
added. “ Because we under­ 
stand the confusion and 
m isu n d erstan d in g which 
exists." 


TWO BOARDS 
The Norristown office of 
the Selective Service System 
houses two different draft 
boards. One serves the nor­ 


thwestern part of the county, 
including the 
Pottstown 
area, and the other serves 
the remaining area. 
To make things easier, the 
Se 1 e c t i v e Serv i ce System 
r e c t n 11 y 
e s t a b I i shed a 
p r o c e d u r e 
w h ereb y a 
registrant doesn't even have 
to go to Norristown. 
"He can register by mail." 
Jacoby pointed out. "simply 
by filling out a card he can 
obtain at any post office or at 
Pottstow n L ibrary/'

mailing of thank you notes to 
young men shortly after they 
sign up That note asks the 
registrant to tell his friends 
of their obligation to register 
when they turn 18

It stands to reason that you 
shouldn’t allow your fortunes to 
depend on a guess when there is 
a way of avoiding the guess. The 
aim should be to stay in com­ 
mand at all times, and thus be 
the master of your fate. 


Take this case where West 
leads a heart to' E ast’s king. It is 
only the first trick, but the out­ 
come rests largely on South’s 
play at this point. 
If he plays the right card he is 
sure to make the contract, as 
the cards lie. But if he plays the 
wrong card he must guess right 
later on to get home safely. 
Let’s see what happens if 
South takes the king with the 
ace. He can cash four dia­ 
monds, but then finds himself in 
a situation where he must guess 
whether to play a spade or a 
club. 
If he guesses wrong by 


leading a spade, East takes the 
ace and returns a heart. West’s 
hearts become established and, 
because West has the ace of 
clubs as an entry, declarer 
finishes down one. Of course, if 
South guesses right by leading 
clubs instead of spades, he 
makes the contract, but the fact 
remains that at trick one he 
placed his fate in the lap of the 
gods. 
Now let’s see what happens if 
South ducks the king of hearts, 
as he should. East returns a 
heart, taken with the queen. 
South no longer has to guess 
whether to lead spades or clubs 
first. He is on safe ground either 
way. Let’s suppose he tackles 
spades first. East takes the ace 
but has no heart to return — 
thanks to the hold-up at trick 
one — and South makes four 
notrump. 
The same result accrues if 
South tackles clubs first. West 
can take the ace and establish, 
his suit, but he is then helpless 
as his heart tricks slowly but 
surely wither on the vine.

Put to a stern test in the opening rounds o f pre- 
season 
football, 
fans 
responded 
with 
adm irable 
strength. 


They proved they can stay away. 
They also are proving they can stay away from 


the W orld Football League, offering evidence in this 
early sampling that the sport, indeed, is not addictive. 


For a long while, we were led to believe it was. 
The N ational League was selling more than 95 per cent 
of its seats. Teams had waiting lists embracing thou­ 
sands. 
And crowds o f up to 80,000 were filling stadia for 
exhibition matches displaying first-line players fo r only 
a half, or less. 
Clearly the populace appeared hooked. As a very 
learned viewer once remarked of horse racing, "If you 
put saddles on pigs, people will bet on them." 
But you checked the first round in the National 
Football 
League this year and you saw 
15,000 in 
Washington; Buffalo drew 30,000. San Diego 18.000 
And a game sponsored for charity in Los Angeles 
attracted 28,000, o f which maybe 15,000' paid. 
If there is a lesson to be learned from ticket sales 
today, player and owner alike can be assured that 
people are em otionally capable of giving up the pas­ 
time. 
N or need w ithdraw al be gradual, requiring in­ 
stitutional help. People can drop football in the tw in­ 
kling o f an eye. 
This isn’t to hint that the National League is going 
to be a bust this year. But when you start taking liber­ 
ties with the public, walking off the field, substituting 
new talent and generally breaking the rhythm o f a busi­ 
ness outrageously successful, you are taking a large 
risk. 
EMPTY TRIUMPH 


The match between Los Angeles and Cleveland the 
other night was devoid of viewers, but actually was a 
pleasant experience. 
The score was close. The performers played with 
such dedication that you couldn't believe they were 
doing this for $200 a week, the going preseason pay 
for rookies and outcasts. 
W atching this little show, you were visited by a 
fertile thought. Using the same exploitation machinery 
that built today's stars in maybe four to ten years, you 
could do the same in similar time with the nondescripts 


who opened the preseason. 
The whole thing is a grandiose publicity carnival. 
You show these little guys on NFL Highlights. You show 
them on film at father-and-son nights, at schools, at 
service clubs. You show them at 32,000 feet on trans­ 


continental flights. 
A nd you hammer the subject in the press, on TV 
and on radio, and you are going to sell them', just as 
you sold all those perform ing artists who walked o ff the 
field this year. 
It merely would take time, during which a lot of 
customers would escape, as they have right now. 
But many would come back, because it's The M a­ 
chine that builds heroes, one of whom follows the next 
like link sausage. 
Those N ational League players envisioning riches 
in the new W o rld League are due fo r a slig h t dis­ 
appointment, judging from what one of the WFL owners 
said t'lhe other day. 
He remarked that when players make inquiries and 
talk in terms o f $50,000 and up, they are shown to the 
door politely. 
G LO O M Y OUTLOOK 
That's mainly because the WFL is bracing itself for 
some very grim days ahead. Attendance is thin, ex­ 
penses are high and those owners who don't have death 
wishes aren't anxious to overload their payrolls with av­ 
erage players from the National League seeking fo r­ 
tunes in the new1 w orld. 
As if is, plenty o f cash must be produced fo r those 
stars coming over next year, and if they don't stimulate 
attendance noticeably, a lot of owners may be an­ 
nouncing, "S top the W o rld League, I want to get o ff." 
If nothing else, the strike in the National League 
has succeeded, at least, in mending the hearts of two 
prominent owners who hadn't loved each other, say. 


like Tony Bennett loves San Francisco. 
More than a ye ar ago, Carroll Rosenbtoom o f the 


Rams and A rt M odel I o f the Browns, long-tim e friends, 
got into a quarrel o f sort's over an assistant coach.

“You can't take anything 
away from them.’* Davis 
said in an interview. “They 
play a perfect game defen­ 
sively and their batters will 
hit anybody. They know how 
to run the bases better than

“The only way I see for an 
American team to 'beat these 
kids is to train them as rigor­ 
ously as they train, and 
you're going to have a hard 
time with American kids.

NEW YORK - The social 
revolution which turned life 
in the South upside down 20 
years ago following the 
h isto ric Suprem e Court 
decision on civil rights, will 
be examined in “NBC News 
Presents: 
More Than a 
Dream..,'’ to be colorcast 10 
to 11 p.m. Thursday. 
“ T his 
revolution has 
touched almost every person 
in the South and it has 
s e v e r e ly 
a lte r e d 
the 
'Southern way' of life as it 
w as once lived." says 
executive producer Wallace 
W estfeldt, “ and it's still 
going on with no end in 
sight.” 
During the 50s and 60s. the 
black m an's South was 
characterized by the attack 
dogs of Birmingham’s Bull 
C onnor, 
the 
ax-handle 
ju stic e of restaurateur 
Lester Maddox, and the 
ra c is t 
p o litic s of Ala­ 
bam a's George Wallace. 
“ But now,” Westfeldt 
says, “ Blacks have a life 
with hope, and that's more 
then blacks had 20 years 
ago.” 
The evidence of this, West­ 
feldt feels, is found in the 
schools, in the labor forces, 
in politics, and perhaps most 
im p o rta n t, 
is reflected 
throughout the region by a 
new style of living. It has 


freed blacks from what 
amounted to a form of 
slavery. It has changed 
whites, and in some ways 
freed them too. 
To sharpen and define this 
profound 
ch an g e in a 
traditional way of life, West­ 
feldt reports the story

To measure change in the 
South, Westfeldt says, “The 
black voice must be heard, 
so we chose the Wilson 
family who we feel are an 
e x c e lle n t 
exam ple of 
Southern change, and they 
have told us they feel free for 
the first time in their lives, 
not completely free, but free 
at last —almost.” 
The effect on whites of 
equal opportunity, mixed 
schoolrooms — integration 


in all its forms — will also be 
part of the story. Westfeldt 
and his film crew spent 
several weeks with the 
Underwoods to explore their 
attitudes and way of life to 
see howr they are adjusting to 
the new Southern life style. 
In addition, Westfeldt 
spoke with two spiritual and 
former civil rights leaders in 
the Nashville area who 
present their views on the 
social revolution.

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In Satan's Simples — The 
Herbs of Black Magic, 
Emboden relates an early 
Hindu legend that plants of 
the world held counsel and 
agreed to fight the Evil 'One 
by serving as antidotes to all 
of the pestilence spread by 
his animal conspirators. 
Contrary to this, the author 
says. Western traditions 
have looked upon some plan­ 
ts as being in the service of 
Satan, and others as 
beneficial in combating the 
Devil s forces. Satan's 
favorite plant reputedly was 
the deadly nightshade, his 
signature is parsley, and his 
body is composed of several 
malevolent herbs. 
"We must delve into the 
plants that figure prominen­ 
tly in specific spells, potions, 
and philt res used by Satan or 
his agents." And Emboden 
does 
Consider the walnut: If a 
woman is suspected of being 
a witch, a walnut dropped 
into her lap will prevent her 
from arising from a chair. 
The virtuous have no need 
to fear. 
To offset the Herbs of 
Black Magic there are Herbs 
of Grace. As Emboden says, 
"Fortunately there are more 
plants used to arm oneself 
against such malefactions, 
than there are evil herbs, 
and ironically some of the 
herbs are found in both 
traditions.” 
Emboden traces the 
superstitions and legends 
that surround many plants. 
There is the dragon's blood 
tree and fungi that glow in 
the dark.

and "Paradise Regained." 
The first is a beautifully 
done item, dealing with the 
ways in which luster can 
leave life when some of the 
mysteries are removed. The 
second is a haltingly written 
but nevertheless intriguing 
look at pollution. 
The system didn't work 
with the detective book 
either. McBain's “Sadie 
When She Died” is. as should 
be expected from this 
author, a dandy. In it the 
author takes a hard-boiled 
look at the seamy side of a 
woman’s life and in the 
process takes the reader 
through a murder case from 
beginning to unexpected 
end. Forsyth also scores 
with. “No Comebacks” — a 
chilling tale about a hired 
gun who shot too straight.

people see it. 
Among the less familiar 
names. Jack Ritchie turas in 
a nice detailing of a very

Antonich’s "Late. Late Call” 
is a well-done murder tale, 
although the author does 
telegraph the ending rather 
early on. 
All of which goes to show 
that while collections such 
as these can't be predicted, 
they can be fun to read.

Coronet Type Quarter* Eagle 
Among Most Attractive Coins 


BY NORMAN M. DAVIS 
One of out country’s most, 
a ttra c tiv e coins is the 
'Coronet type' quarter-eagle, 
or $2.50 gold piece. It’s a 
trifle smaller than a cent 
and weighs a bit less than a 
nickel 
C h ristia n Gob reeht ’ s 
design shows a left-facing 
head of Miss Liberty, 'very 
lifelike,, wearing a small 
coronet with “Liberty” on it. 
Most of her hair is gathered 
up behind he head. 'The date 
is below and 13 stars line the 
rim. The edge is reeded... 
“Liberty” is important in 
grading these coins. If it’s 
worn, but still readable, for 
instance, the coin, probably 
grades Fine. If “ Liberty” is 
quite clear, the coin is likely 
to grade Very Fine. 
The reverse features, a 
small, fairly lifelike eagle 
with raised and outspread, 
wings.. The eagle gazes, to its. 
right: its right, talon (on our 
left) 'holds an olive branch, 
symbolizing peace, while its. 
left claw holds three arrows, 
A. U.S. shield is on its chest. 
Around the rim is “United 
States of America” and at 
bottom is the value, “21'? 0 .” 
'This type was issued, first 
in 1840, when it. was struck at 
four m ints: the main one. at 
Philadelphia; the branch at 
New Orleans, La. (mint 
mark 0 ); and two branch 
mints which struck, only gold 
coins—Charlotte, NX. (mint 
mark, C), and Dahlonega, 


Ga 
'mint mark D), Mint 
marks are 'below the eagle. 
Not until 1851 did, .any one 
mint’s production exceed a 
m ill ion 
qu arter-eag les. 
Philadelphia’s 1.4 million in 
1853 is the top mintage for 
the entire series of $2.50 
coins of all designs! 
That seems like an. awfully 
low “ h ig h .” but quar- 
ter-eagles’ mintage often 
was very low. Totals for 
many Coronet dates are in 
the thousands or tens of 
thousands. 
San Francisco began min­ 
ting quarter-eagles in 1854, 
and continued after 'Other 
branch mints involved were 
dosed by the Civil War The 
S mint m ark appeared on 
these little gold beauties for 
the last time in 1879. Quar- 
ter-eagles of 1880-1907 were 
minted at Philadelphia. 
Since many gold coins 
have been melted, mintage' 
can. tell us only how many of 
each 
d a te 
th ere were 
originally. But 1 think that’s 
worth knowing. 
Many dates catalog at. $45 
in Fine condition, and about 
$100 Uncirculated, but the 
market, has outrun the 
reference books.

y friend Seymour trav­

When it be­ 
comes apparent that the con­ 
versations are about to run 
aground and lapse into stranded 
silence, Seymour reaches into 
his bag of conversational tricks 
and pulls out one of his never- 
fail statements for starting small 
talk. His most successful gam­ 
bit goes: “It isn’t the destina­ 
tion that matters. It’s the jour­ 
ney.” Despite the fact that I sus­ 
pect he found this one in a for­ 
tune cookie, I have to hand it to 
Seymour. The thing works every 
time. Irresistible conversational 
catnip. 
Why? Easy. Nobody ever gets, 
where he wants to go. Even 
those who get where they 
thought they wanted to go 
quickly discover that it isn’t 
enough, there’s always some­ 
thing glimmering distantly on 
the road ahead, if only they can 
reach it. Even the achiever is 
doomed to failure, and each of 
us is forced to rely on the jour­ 
ney itself for an affirmation of 
his own worth. 
But what the devil is it that 
everyone wants so desperately 
and fails to get? We all know 
what the answer is to that one: 
happiness. 
The 
Constitution 
of the 
United States is, to my knowl­ 
edge, the only government char­ 
ter that flatly states the right of 
each citizen to pursue happi­ 
ness. It’s a warm and friendly 
gesture, to say thé least, that our 
Founding Fathers instituted a 
government under which happi­ 
ness can be hunted down legally. 
So. The first order of business 
for each of us would seem to be 
to map out our priorities in this 
hunt. As always, the media are 
on hand to pitch in with all-too- 
generous guidelines. When I 
was a kid, books and movies 
told me what would make me 
happy. Jane got the puppy that 
Mother and Daddy said they 
couldn’t afford, and the four of 
them lived happily ever after. 


No mention of paper-training, 
responsibilities, worming, dis­ 
temper or biting your best 
friend. Even dopier books sold 
you on the fact that a baby 
brother or sister was going to 
bring joy to your house. The 
movies gave us the cowboy and 
the schoolmarm riding content­ 
edly off into a rainbow-colored 
sunset or Joe coming home 
from the war to bliss in a vine- 
covered cottage. 
But the dog I had as a kid be­ 
came ill and had to be put away. 
The one that followed was stol­ 
en. And like so many other well- 
intentioned 
marriages, 
mine 
ended in divorce. The fact that 
I had no children was probably 
a blessing, under the circum­ 
stances. I chucked ray adoles­ 
cent dreams aside. But I had 
learned something. To idealize 
any situation that depends in 
great part on another living 
creature is to court disaster. 
No. A houseful of pets and 
children and a married life, 
while they can provide incidents 
of profound pleasure, cannot 
and 
never could 
guarantee 
happiness. 
In our middle years, success 
and money are hawked as pan­ 
aceas. Sure, who wouldn’t want

those? But have they brought 
happiness to, say, the Kennedy 
family, Judy Garland, Marilyn 
Monroe? Success is rew arding 
because we all like recognition 
for a job well done, and money 
frees us from the terrors of un­ 
paid bills. But only a fool would 
expect anything more of the 
two. In fact, one of the greatest 
ironies of being a celebrity lies 
in its loneliness. And I’ve had 
my doses of that So many times 
on promotional tours I am shut­ 
tled from city to city like an air- 
expressed package to talk to 
people I’ve never met before 
and will never see again. 
I answer the same questions, 
pose for the same photos, and 
while I am superficially being 
presented, as a “personality,” 
that part of me that is truly per­ 
sonal is almost without identity. 
Cut off from friends and f am ily, 
allowed no spare time and mini­ 


mal rest, I find myself waking 
up in still another strange hotel 
room and, as often as not, reach­ 
ing for the phone book to re­ 
mind me of what city I am in 
that day. The dichotomy of be­ 
ing exposed to an unremittingly 
public life yet having no real life 
of one's own is peculiarly isolat­ 
ing. While I wouldn’t trade my 
lot for anything, I do know that 
success is not to be confused 
with paradise. 
In later years, “the golden 
years” as the retirement com­ 
munities advertise them, leisure 
time is the plum. That’s handy, 
because our current retirement 
policies are going to dump you 
out of your job then whether 
you like it or not. For active 
people, retirement can be just 
as much a threat as a promise. 
Psychologists and sociologists 
are now beginning to grapple 
with the crises of age, of leisure 
time suddenly thrust upon peo­ 
ple whose self-worth has de­ 
pended on a lifetime of being 
useful. Nobody’s denying that 
it’s a relief not to have to buck 
the commuter traffic to get to 
work or get out of bed to give 
the baby a 2 a.m. feeding. No­ 
body’s denying that it’s fun to 
take up golf or oil painting or 
study Swahili, if that’s what you 
always wanted to do. But can 
we honestly expect these things 
to provide happiness? Diver­ 
sion, maybe, but that’s about 
the size of it. 
So what are we knocking our­ 
selves out for? Why the pang of 
disappointment each time we 
come face to face with the fact 
that happiness has once again 
eluded us? Shall we abandon the 
whole idea and wallow in our 
despair? 
The answer, like most an­ 
swers, lies in moderation. Any­ 
one who sets unrealistic goals 
for himself or herself is doomed 
to failure and chagrin. And 
that’s a bum way to run the only 
life you’ve got 
We first have to come to grips 
with the fact that we run too 
hard, too feverishly, after some­ 
thing that simply is not there. 
Not only is there no real all-the- 
time happiness, but believing in 
such a thing can only promote 
most-of-the-time unhappiness. 
There is no such thing as feeling 
totally secure, no cure-all, no 
bonanza, 
no 
“happily-ever- 
after.” But if we can never get

Players 


According to the sports edi- 
tors of F a m ily W e e k ly 
A m. newspapers, the Best 
Lineman in college football this 
fall comes from the same house­ 
hold as the winner of that award 
in 1973. 
Dewey Selmon, Oklahoma’s 
left tackle (and brother of last 
year’s winner, Lucious Selmon), 
drew more votes for the first 
team than any other defensive 
lineman. In a separate ballot to 
determine the nation's Best 
Lineman, Selmon beat out 
Notre Dame's great offensive 
guard Gerry DiNardo by two 
votes. Another member of the 
Fighting Irish, defensive tackle 
Steve Niehaus, finished three 
votes out of first place. 
Archie Griffin of Ohio State 
was named the Best Runner, 
while Pal Haden of Southern 
California was selected Best 
Passer (though he finished only 
third in the voting for first- 
team All-America quarter­ 
back). Tom Clements of Notre 
Dame and Condredge Hollo­ 
way of Tennessee were the top 
quarterback vote-getters. 
Griffin, the voters’ choice for 
Best Runner, and Pat Haden, 
the Best Passer designee, also 
rate superlatives from their 
coaches. “Archie never gives us 
a bad practice,” says Ohio State 
Coach Woody Hayes. “His will­ 
ingness. his pursuit of excel­ 
lence—he’s just a great, great 
person. The finest back we’ve 
ever had.” 
A native of Columbus, Ohio, 
where he attended Eastmoor 
High School, Griffin gained 
1,577 yards on the ground in 
1973 and broke the Big Ten 
record for consecutive 100-yard 
rushing efforts (11 straight 
games). His best one-game dis­ 
play was a 246-yard splurge 
against Iowa last fall. He broke 
through Southern Cal’s defenses 
for 149 yards on 22 carries in 
the Rose Bowl, to lead the Buck­ 
eyes to their surprisingly easy 
42-21 triumph. 
A. D. Davis of the Southern 
Cal Trojans, the runner-up to 
Griffin, won top honors in the 
same contest last year after a 


sensational sophomore season. 
When he gained 1,112 yards in 
1973, Davis became only the 
second USC player in history to 
gain more than 1,000 yards in 
two consecutive seasons. (O. I. 
Simpson was the first.) 
Key to the passing game at 
Southern Cal is Haden, the Tro­ 
jans’ blond senior from West 
Covina, Calif. “Pat is the great­ 
est quarterback I’ve ever 
coached,” says USC Coach 
John McKay of his star pass­ 
er. Haden pitched for 1,832 
yards a year ago, good for 13 
TD’s and a completion percent­ 
age of better than 56 percent. 
Pat is also a fine scholar. He was 
named to the Academic All- 
America last year after record­ 
ing a 3.74 grade average (of a 
possible four) in English. Ha­ 
den is one of this season’s lead­ 
ing candidates for the Heisman 
Trophy. 
The battling for the Heisman 
Trophy may go down to No­ 
vember 30, when Southern Cal 
plays Notre Dame at Los An­ 
geles. Notre Dame’s Clements 
was the field general of the 
Fighting Irish squad that cap­ 
tured all 12 of its 1973 games 
and last year’s national cham­ 
pionship. Tom, a senior from 
McKees Rocks in western Pen­ 
nsylvania, is an accurate passer 
on the run and capable of turn­ 
ing a broken play into a long 
gain with his excellent running 
abililty. Overall, Tom was re­ 
sponsible for 1,242 yards in 
1973, 882 through the air, 360 
on the ground. He averaged 8.3 
yards. 
Clements is one of three Notre 
Dame players to make Family 
W e e k l y’s first-team All-Amer­ 
ica. The others .are offensive 
guard Gerry DiNardo and de­ 
fensive tackle Steve Niehaus. 
Ohio State's Buckeyes have 
five players on the first team. In 
addition to Best Runner Griffin, 
they are offensive tackle Kurt 
Schumacher, defensive end 
Van DeCree and defensive 
backs Neal Colzie and Steve 
Luke. 
Oklahoma, like Ohio State,

BEST PASSER-David Humm of Nebraska 
and Tom Clements of Notre Dame finished 
second and third behind the winner, Pat Haden.

Ethel Kennedy, a lady who 
has certainly known unhappi­ 
ness, once remarked to an inter­ 
viewer that she believed tragedy 
to be as valid a part of life as 
happiness. Ethel Kennedy is a 
very wise woman. Moments of 
tragedy and happiness enter our 
lives, often when we least expect 
them, but in the meantime, as 
Mrs. Kennedy has proved by 
her own extraordinary example, 
we are able to survive on frag­ 
ments of good humor, warmth 
given and received, entertain­ 
ments, involvement and the joy 
of peaceful thoughts. While 
they may not completely as­ 
suage the hungering we have, 
should a starving man refuse to 
eat anything less than a six- 
course banquet?

Tragedy is indeed a valid part 
of life, just as despair, responsi­ 
bility, hatred and disappoint­

And as for 
success, in many cases it simply 
isn’t worth the high price of ad­ 
mission.
